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LIGHT- Place your violets where they will get good light 
at all times but not much direct sunlight in summer months. 
Give more light during the winter months. When healthy 
plants show yellowish foliage they may be getting too much 
light. Very dark green foliage and lack of flowers may 
mean that they are not getting enough light. 


WATERING- Never use cold water. Use water that is near 
room temperature or lukewarm. If you water from the bottom 
be sure to remove the plant from the water when the soil 
shows moist on top. If left too long in water the soil 
gets soggy and roots will be damaged. The plants should 
be watered from the top part of the time at least. Top 
watering helps leach excess salts from the soil. African 
Violets like to have the foliage sprayed occasionally 
with lukewarm water and it does not spot the foliage if 
Deen voot bint tt is dry. 


TEMPERATURE- The average house temperature of 70 degrees 
is very satisfactory but they will do well however when 
the temperature is anywhere between 60 degrees and 80 
degrees. They like a fairly even temperature best. 
Sudden changes of temperature or strong drafts of air 
may cause the flowers to drop. In cold weather be sure 
to keep the plants away from unprotected windows at 
night or when the temperature could go below 60 degrees. 


HUMIDITY- Many times the humidity in the home is too low 
for violets to bloom well. This is especially true in hot 
air heated homes. When this is the case you can increase 
the humidity by placing the plants in a saucer or tray of 
sand or crushed gravel. Keep enough water in the sand or 
gravel to keep it moist but not enough to allow the pot 
to stay in contact with water. Often your violets may do 
best in the kitchen because of higher humidity. However, 
many of our customers grow excellent violets in every 
room in the house, even in the basement- with lights. 


SOIL- African Violets need a light well drained soil that 
can be made up of light garden soil, sand, leaf-mold or 
peat and well rotted barn yard fertilizer. This should be 
thoroughly sterilized. The above is just a suggestion and 
may be changed to fit your conditions. If kept loose it 
should not water log or sour. 


FERTILIZERS- Violets should have a feed about every two 
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weeks of a complete fertilizer. Follow the instructions 
on the package. 


WHEN YOUR PLANTS FAIL TO BLOOM- It may be that they have 
been shifted into a little too large a pot and it will 

take some time for roots to develope but usually they need 
more light than they are getting, regular feeding or less 
water. let the plants get a little dry before watering. 
When the plant gets too full of leaves the sunlight cannot 
reach the place where the buds start and the foliage nees 
thinning. If many crowns have developed some of these may 
be removed to allow more light to the center of the plant. 
Sometimes re-potting is the best way. : 


CARE OF REX BEGONTAS 
Good drainage is the first consideration in growing 
Rex Begonias. It is best not to overpot them. Aeration 
and good drainage are desirable. This can be had by using 
a loose soil mixture and having proper openings in the 
bottom of the pot. Do not allow pot to stand in water. 


Rex Begonias suffer from overwatering, especially if 
the soil is heavy or poorly drained. A plant kept some- 
what pot bound does well. 


Many begonias, including Rex, do marvelously well 
growing entirely in leaf mold or compost. Add a complete 
plant food after your Rex begonias are well established. 


Rex Begonias are a shade plant. North windows will do 
very well. Set back from window away from direct sunlight 
is ideal. Shady, sheltered spots are best when you grow ~ 
them out doors. 


Color is variable with some varieties and varies 
with light, season and soil. 


Rex Begonias like a humid atmosphere. If the air in 
your home is dry this condition can be improved by setting 
the pot on gravel or sand in a shallow dish and keeping 
the sand or gravel moist as you would for African Violets. 
under the same conditions. 


Should your Rex Begonia die down it is not necessary 
to throw it away as it probably can be revived after a 
month or two rest- on the dry side- by giving it a little 
water and then feed after it starts up again. It may be 
a better plant than before. 
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
